‘BTORM SIGNALS. 


Toithe Editor of the “Crna Mat.” 
Hongkong, March 27, 1878, 

Sin,—Your correspondent * Landsman” 
makes reference to what is done in Madras, |, 
in the way of giving warning to the mariners 
of an approaghing storm, The warnings 
given from the Master. Attendant’s office are 
not of any spetial nature, nor given much 
before the blow comes, They are as follows: 
A signal‘of bunting signifies that ‘‘ Barome- 
ter is falling ;”- another, signifies “ Barome- 
ter indicates boisterous weather;” and ano- 
ther, ‘out or slip.” It is not always that 
the suggestive warning is obeyed by all the’ 
equare-rigged crafts in the roadstead, since 
itis not unfrequont that the crafts in at~ 
tempting to “‘out.or slip,” are driven ashore 
and become a wreck. bee 

The warnings are intended especially for 
native oraft, which have no barometer on 
poard,. and consequently avail of the warn- 
ing given and escape shipwreck, In addi- 
tion to the warnings above stated there is 
also another signifying ‘high surf,” whon 
Mamulla boats may decline emiployment un- 
less by special agreement as to the hire to 
be pad, : 

‘The: gentleman, who, your correspondent 
saysis “versed in meteorology, is attached 
to the office of the Master“Attendatt,” but is 
not infallible in‘his “ calculations;” those, 
who put to sea have sometimes shared worse

The latter paré of the contpact, however, has 
‘been so egregiously b-oken by the Chinese 
Authorities lately—by intimidating work- 
men, squeening tepaca, and frightening 
native. proprietors into’ asking-for their 
lands back again—-that the Agents could no 
longer be held fairly bound by. their pro- 
mise not to ruu the. engine; and it was 
accordingly started again, Asa report got 
abroad that the Chinese officials intended 
using force to stop it, the British Consul 
probably thought it advisable to see what 
took place, and went down acvordingly. 
He was not, however, in. uniform, and tho 
“foros” happily did not show itself. 

Tae Viceroy is reported to be extremely 
angry about something or other connected 
with. the Woosung Tramway; and the 
Chinese had a rumour that the Taotai aud 
the Magistrates of the district were to have 
their buttons taken away. This seoms.to 
be an exaggeration } at any rate they were 
atill wearing them eatord » but, there is 
no.doubt some ‘'trouble” going on. The 
ostensible reason is, that they did not 
sooner report.the purchase of the land, and 
the process of construction ;) but the more 
precise difficulty seams to be in connexion 
with two pieces of land which: have: been 
sold, and which tho Viceroy insists shall be 
recovered. lf so, it would probably be 


wise to surrender them “ai a compromise. 


The great object is to get the thing done, 
without trouble ; and it is no use standing 
out.on details. Wo should” be sorry if the 
officiala got into trouble in this’ particular 
matter. But it would be a source of con- 
gratulation both to Foreigners and Chinese, 
in the abstract, if the Tactai-‘ost not only 
his button but his post.. He is pretty 
nearly equally disliked all round. 
Whatever, may be the feeling of the 
mandarins about the Woosung Tramway, 
that of the people seems to be interested, 
and‘by no means hostile, curiosity. They 
look on at the work with much interest, 
and ocuasionally get aride, Two or three 
days ago, for instancd, several very re- 
spectably dressed Chinamen who came 
down to’ inspect, were persuaded after a 
little hesitation to take-a-run in a truck, 
and exprossed themselves delighted with 
the experience.
